LONDON, April &.—In terrifie air fighting, between large forma- 
tions, during the last two days and nights in northern France, British 
airplanes carried out numerous raids and dropped more than eight 
tons of bombs. Twenty-eight British machines are missing, says the 
official statement from British headquarters in France Seturday night, 
and fifteen German airplanes were seen to crash to the ground and 31 
German machines also were driven to the ground, damaged, Ten 
German balloons, the statement adds, were brought down in flames 

The official report from British headquarters in France continues : 

“In the neighborhood of St. Quentin our troops gained ground 
during the night at a number of points between Selency and Jean- 
court and reached the outskirts of Fresnoy-Le-Petit, less than four 
miles from St. Quentin. 

“There was considerable artillery activity on both sides today in 
the neighborhood of Arras and Ypres.”’ 

Raiding Parties Busy. 

The official report on Sunday night reads: 

“*In the neighborhood of the Bapaume-Cambrai road, we made 
considerable progress during the night on a front of about 3,000 yards 
north of.the village of Louverval. 

‘Our raiding parties entered the enemy’s lines last night at a 
number of points and secured several prisoners. In one raid south- 
east of Ypres we captured eighteen German prisoners. The enemy’s 
trenches were found to be greatly damaged by our fire, 

‘*More than 1,700 photographs of localities far back of the Ger- 
man lines were taken by British aviators, who also harassed German 
lines of communication.”’ 

Germans Say Losses Heavy. 

BERLIN, April 8, via London.—The German report says: 

‘‘Our opponents, including Americans who were in the French 
airial service*long prior to the American deélafation of war, lost in 
the month of March in the west, east and Balkans, 161 airplanes and 
19 captive balloons by our attack and anti-aireraft devices. Of these 
14 airplanes and nineteen balloons were shot down by fire from the 
ground. German losses amounted to 45 airplanes. No captive bal 
loons were lost.”’

Leased Wire) 
April 8.—Adminis- 
yesterday decided to 
unlock at once the vast financial re- 
sources of the United States to the 
allies. To relieve the economic needs 
of the allied governments a huge loan, 
of dimensions yet undetermined, but 
not less than $2,000,000,000 will be 
forthcoming from this country as 
speedily as congress can pass the nec- 
essary legislation, 

Not one penny of profit, it was au- 


thoritatively ed will be received 
by this country on the loan. The 
loan will be America's immediate 
contribution to the allied cause, with 
the promise of other bountiful con- 
tributions of money, munitions, and 
foodstuffs to come as needed. An 


immediate bond issue, possibly $5,000,- 
000.000, is forecasted by yesterday's 
action, The exact amount is yet to be 
determined, 

Legislation providing for the issue 
will be introduced in congress this 
week, and pogsibly before the end of 
the present month a substantial por- 
tion of the great loan is expected to 
be available for the allied goyern- 
ments,

authoritatively said, will be placed

Intimations 
were conyeéyed that the issuance’ by 
the government of a large loan to the 
allies would not be the only finaneial 
assistance to be rendered them im- 
mediately, but that extension of pri- 
vate banking credits would be encour- 
aged as well.

The decision to advance the allies a 
great loan was reached in conferences

JAPANESE. ARE 
GOING AFTER 
GERMAN TRADE 


George A. Warburton Throws 
Sidelights on the Life 
of the Orient 


George A. Warburton, general 
secretary of the Y.M.C.A., speaking at 
the McDougall Methodist church last 
night, gave such a realistic diseription 
of Benares and the River Ganges, 
while thousands of Hindoo pilgrims 
were making their ablutions in and 
drinkirg from the sacred stream at 
Benares, that his audience positively 
gasped for air. After that nobody in 
that particular audience cared if they 
never got within a thousand miles of 
the Ganges. It sounded too unpleasant. 

Mr. Warburton, in the course of his 
talk, threw a few sideiights over 
ditions in*Japan, China and Indi 
they had come under his own obs¢ 
tion. Mentioned that the German 
flag had disappeared, and that the 
Japanese were making great and sue- 
cessful efforts to capture the German 
trade in the Orient. These indefatg- 
able traders, picking up western ways 
and customs, were spreading their in- 
fluence everywhere. If a European 
sold them anything, when he returned 
with the expectation of selling another 
bill of goods he was Hable to find 
them manufacturing the article them- 
selves at a lower cost, en in Port 
Said, the speaker remarked, that he 
had had to purchase a necessary suit- 
case at a store owned and managed by 
Japanese. The suitease was made in 


Japan. 
It was to be feared that many of 
the Japanese adopted Christianity 


only because they thought it would be 
@ means toward becoming prosperous. 
However, he cited some instances of 
encouraging missionary achievements 
in the country. 

China, he declared, 
of transition. Democracy was making 
a tremendous growth in the Kingdom, 
and he noted that the influence of the 
United States was very great, especi- 
ally since that country had returned 
the Boxer indemnity money, and it 
had been used to send young Chinese 
to America to be educated.

PURCHASE WAR CERTIFICATES 


University Professor and Pte. Harold Peat Are Speakers at National 


Service Meeting in Pantages 


Theatre—-Pte. Peat Tells 


of War Life in France 


Another big audience attended the 


National Service concert at the Pan- 
tages Theatre last night. The prinel- 
pal speaker was Prof, W. A, Alexander 
of the University of Alberta, who, after 
an eloquent tribute to what the Cana 
dians had done and an apostrophe to 
the triple cross of the Union Jack and 
its significance, deciared that it was 
not strategy or tactics of munitions 
that were going to win the war, but 
the bulldog grip of the whole people 
who would eventually conquer in a 
struggle of endurance, 

There was one class of Canadian, he 
said, who had fought for their country. 
There was another who had paid. A 
third class had developed who wanted 
to help win the war and at the same 
time have something in the form of an 
investment 

Prof. Alexander then went on to 
commend the merits of the war certi- 
fieates, pointing out that an invest 
ment of $21.69 would entitle the pur- 
chaser to receive $25 at the expiration 
of three years, which was at the rate 
of over 5 per cent. interest, more than 
any savings bank paid on deposits 
The certificate could be exchanged for 
money at any time and if a man wish- 
ed he could Pye’ $6.50 down and the 
balance in $5 monthly instalments 

More Need of Keonomy. 

Eeonomy, said the speaker, is one 
form of endurance, and he believed it 
was still possible for this city to 
economise in more ways than one 
After the war there were days of 
financial depression coming which 
would have to be faced and the pos- 
session of these certificates would be 
of great assistance in tiding over these 

‘ periods of stringency. 
He said that now that the United 
, States was in the war she would need

Eloquent Speaker 
Tells of War Work 


Miss Ada L, Ward Gives Able Ad. 
dress at First Presby- 
terian Church 


“Greater love hath no man that he 
lay down his life for a friend,” was 
the sum and substance of the address 
given by Miss Ada L. Ward in First 
Presbyterian Chufch on Suriday night, 
when she spoke to nearly two thous- 
and of an audience on the subject of 
“the moral and teligioung side of a 
soldier's life." Miss Ward is a most 
pleasing speaker, 4f good appearance 
and has an exéellent delivery. She 
kept her listeners Interested from the 
first to the last word, and those who 
had not the opportunity of hearing 
have missed a great deal. Miss Ward, 
in introducing her subjeet, snid that 
the three last years had been the most 
important yéars in the history of the 
world, and she wondered, as perhaps 
we all had done, what we did and 
how we lived before the War, it all 
seemed so long ago and the troubles 
then were nothing but petty grouches 
in the light of today's events 

The speaker continued by saying 
that the soldiers were spoken of as a 
Godless lot, and that mothers and 
fathers did not want their boys to go 
for fear of the terrible influences, etc., 
but could speak from close ex- 
periences, and she pointed out most 
forcibly that it was easy to be religious 
with the best surroundings, beautiful 
churches with comfortable seats, well 
blended voices in the choir and mag- 
nificent organ, but there was a great 
contrast in the place of warship which 
was a canvas tent with mud to kneel 
on and the rumble of cannon instead 
of the peal of the organ, This made a 
vast difference, and yet she could say 
that she felt nearer the throne in the 
canvas tent than ever in the beauti- 
fully lighted luxurious church.

more than a possibility, and has be- 
come a probability. In the years to 
come it may be that the sacred shrines 
of the Christian faith will be guarded 
by Jewish troops, instead of by the 
stalwart, cynical Truks and Arabs who 
formerly kept the peace among the 
squabbling Christian sects. It must 
be admitted that the Turkish soldiers 
nerformed their duties impartially and 
well in keeping peace among the “‘in- 
fide). dogs,’ as they called the Chris- 
tlans, and their cynicism was justified 
by the fact that the Christians were 
always fighting among themselves for 
the possession of the shrines of the 
faith in which Jerusalem abounds. 

Jerusalem was taken by the Sara- 
eens in the year 637, and was held 
by them until the period of the Cru- 
sades. Afler withstanding fer years 
the fanatic Crusaders whose «quest 
was the holy sepulchre, Jerusalem 
Was at last rescued in 1099, the Cra- 
saders piously putting 70,000 “infi- 
dels" to death, A Christian kingdom 
was founded, which continued until 
1187, when the Saracens under Sala- 
din re-captured Jerusalem, Saladin's 
behavior was in marked contrast to 
that of the Christian captors of Jeru- 
salem, for he proclaimed a general 
amnesty, and permitted the surviving 
Christians (0 depart unharmed, In 
1217 Jerusalem was taken by _ the 
Turks, but was surrendered to the Em- 
peror Frederick IL, by treaty in 1228. 
The Crusaders again entered Jerusa- 
Jem in 1248, but it was taken from 
the Christians in the latter part of 
the century, Four centuries ago the 
Turks gained undisputed possession of 
Jerusalem, and, except for the brief 
period in 1799 when it was held by 
the French under Bonaparte, the an- 
client Jewish capital has ever since 
been beneath the flag of the Ottoman 
Empire.
